Psalm  46  often  comes  to  mind  in  these 
unsettling  times:  "God  is  our  refuge  and 
strength,  a  very  present  help  in  trouble. 
Therefore  we  will  not  fear,  though  the  earth 
should  change,  though  the  mountains  shake  in 
the  heart  of  the  sea  ...  .Be  still,  and  know  that 
I  am  God!"
